Westbury, L. i., May 23.—While run- 


ning at a rate of 40 miles an hour a 
big touring automobile belonging to 
P. F. Collier dashed into an eastbound 
express train at the depot crossing 
here. The two occupants, George Ga- 
briel, the, chauffeur, ant Frederick 
Whitehead, a valet in the Collier fain- j 
ily, were instantly killed, and the ma- 
chine was wrecked. 


It is impossible to see in 'either di- 


re'.t'on at this crossing until it is al- 
most reached.

Washington, May 23. — The house 


was given an opportunity to vote for 
a resolution from the committee en 
rules to send the railroad rate bill to 
conference. The resolution was intro- 
duced 
by 
Representative Hepburn, 


chairman of the interstate and foreign 
commerce committee, and 
provides 


that upon its adoption "it shall be in 
order to move to nonconcur in gross 
in the senate amendments to house 
bill 12,987 (the railroad rate bill) and 
ask for a conference on the disagree- 
ing votes of the two houses; and the 
house shall without further delay pro- 
ceed to vote upon said motion, and if 
the said motion prevails a committee 
of conference shall be appointed with- 
out instructions." 


The so-callea Republican "machine" 


was the subject 7>r a scathing denun- 
ciation at the hands of Mr. Randall of 
Texas, who said that the leaders of 
the house who constitute and run the 
"machine" had done absolutely noth- 
ing except to make hypocritical pre- 
tense as to some things and to un- 
blushingly advocate the "stand-pat' 
doctrine in other things. 
"The com- 


pleteness with which the Republican 
party has deserted the people in this 
is apparent in its treatment of every 
vital question before the congress," 
said Mr. Randall. He was of the opin- 
ion that the concentration of wealth, 
so great in amount as to stagger the 
comprehension of the human intellect, 
was a greater menace to free govern- 
ment than all the armed hosts of its 
enemies. He said the attitude of the 
Republican paity toward the territo- 
ries is another proof that it is unwor- 
thy to ruie. He claimed the "machine" 
leaders have been and are deceiving 
the great mass of voters who put them, 
in power. 


Statehood Agreement. 


An agreement on the statehood bill, 


embodied in a conference report will 
be reached 
this week. Just what 


the terms of this agreement will be 
can not be stated with preciseness, as 
the report has not yet been drafted. 
The points which seem to be accept- 
able to'both sides, however, are: That 
Oklahoma and Indian Territory shall 
be admitted as one state at once; that 
Arizona and New Mexico shall be al- 
lowed to vote separately on the ques- 
tion of being joined In one state; that 
this Vote shall be cast at a regular ter- 
ritorial election when officers of the 
territories are voted for. This prop- 
osition is generally known as the For- 
aker amendment of a year ago. 


In the senate Mr. McCumber made a 


statement contradicting 
an article 


printed in the New York Tribune to 
the effect that the railroad rate bill 
had been so amended at his instance 
as to render it ineffective. 
Previous 


to that time also the senate adopted a 
resolution directing the committee on 
privileges and elections to consider 
the course to be pursued in the case 
of Senator Burton. Speeches pp the 
immigration bill were made by Sena- 
tors Dillingham, McCreary, Bacon, 
Scott, Patterson and etbsrS.'

To pitch an outcurve grasp the ball 


with the first two fingers of the hand 
and the thumb. Some use the third 
finger to steady the ball in the palm 
of the baud and some turn the fourth 
finger completely down. 


The use of the third and fourth fin- 


gers depends largely upon the indi- 
Tidual. Turn the hand downward, 
holding the ball as if in a saucer. 
When fiie ball is delivered, let it pass 
between the thumb and the first linger. 
This gives the rotary motion that is 
necessary to produce the curve. 


It is possible to pitch both a fast 


Hud a slow outcurve. It is better for 
the beginner to attempt the slow curve 
first. 


To acquire the slow curve do not 


grasp the ball too tightly. 


Too many young pitchers destroy the 


effect of the curve by holding the ball 
go firmly in the hand that they fail to 
give St the proper revolving motion. 
They become discouraged at frequent 
unsuccessful attempts to succeed when 
thus handicapped and give up trying to 
learn, when a proper word of caution 
would have placed them on the right 
trsck to the realization of what was 
necessary. 


The outcurve may be pitched both

shoot. 


To left banders it is often the natu- 


ral manner of delivering the ball. 
Grasp the ball with the first three fin- 
gers and the thumb. Hold it firmly. 


Speed is necessary for an in*hoot. 


Keep the hand in upright position. 
When the ball is released from the 
hand let it go over the tips of the fin- 
gers and use a lateral motion in de- 
livering it. 


That is the only manner in which the 


ball can be made so to revolve on its 
axis as to acquire the proper direction. 


The ball must turn from right to left 


in such a manner as to deflect its 
course toward the right corner of home 
plate. 


Do not become discouraged if you 


fail to see the ball positively change its 
course, as it does in an outcurve. The 
mere fact that it constantly bears in 
oward a right band batter and away 
rom a left hnnd batter is all that is 
needed to make it successful. 


Practice will succeed in giving a 


«;linrp break to the ball, which may not 
amount to more than an inch or two. 
jut is very effective when combined 
with good control, since it baffles the 
latter to meet it effectively -with the 
£nil part of the bat.
